All governmenis—we might 
as well be frank about it—utillze every 
reasonable agency they can to assemble 
desirable information concerning the ac- 
tivities of other governments. Some- 
times in some countries men who are 
engaged in trying to And out what is 
going on lose their lives. They are 
caught, held as spies, and liquidated, 
They are never heard of again. The bill 
Goes not provide for any new activity. 
What it docs particularly {s to seek to 
safeguard informaticn procured by 
agents of the Government so that it wilk 
not fall into the hands of enemy coun- 
trics or potential enemy countries who 
wouid use the information to discover 
who the agents were, and kill them. 

To my certain knowledge, in a certain 
area, not Many years azo three good 
Americans who were trying to serve their 
Government by finding out whether the 
intentions of another government were 
strictly honorable were liquidated. The 
mien were detected and killed. What the 
bill Goes is to seek to keep their names 
and Icentities out of tne normal account- 

-ing channels, sa-that they cannot be 
picked up through the promiscuous dis- 
semination of information. That ts the 
principal point in the bill.

There has been established a special 
commission of the United Nations, known 
as the United Nations Relief for Pales- 
tine Refugees.

which other countries are committed to 
has already been subscribed, or is in 
the process of being subscribed.
